SHOOTING OCCURS 
AT GILMORE HOME 


Woman Claims Brown 
Disturbed Her Home 
and Also Threatened To 
Take Her Life.

Marietta, Ga., October 4.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Thomas Brown, Jr., 23, was 
shot and almost instantly killed early 
today by Mrs. Winnie Lou Carson, 
60, at the Carson home on Oakdale 
road, near Gilmore, where the victim 
was a boarder. 

Mrs. Carson was preparing break- 
fast, and “own, who is said to have 
been intoxicated, threatened her life 
and advanced upon her with a brick 
in his hand, when she snatched an 
old revolver from the kitchen shelf 
and shot him, according to her state- 
ment to a Constitution reporter. 

Mrs. Carson, who is the wife of Wil- 
liam M. Carson, was taken to the Cobb 
county jail and is being held without 
bond, pending action today by _ the 
grand jury. <A _ verdict of Coroner 


John Williams’ jury charged her with 
murder of Brown. 


Died Almost Instantly. 

Brown died almost instantly from 
the wound inflicted by a single bullet 
from the .38S catibre revolver in his 
right chest, walking out of the house 
and falling a short distance away. 
‘According to Mrs. Carson’s statement 
to The Constitution, after the shoot- 
ing, she continued her breakfast prepa- 
rations, while a member of the fam- 
ify. notified Brown’s father, Thomas 
Brown, Sr., who lives at Gilmore, 
that his son had been shot. Mr. Brown 
called the police and the coroner. 

Members of the Carson family de- 
nied reports that Brown had _ been 
trying to marry Emmaline, Mrs. Car-

Locarno, Switzerland, October 4. 
Kurope will gather around a confer- 
ence table Monday to insure itself 
against war. 

Austen Chamberlain, British for- 
eign secretary, will preside over the 
security meeting which has as its im- 
mediate object a guarantee of invio- 
lability for France’s eastern fr-ntier. 
For the first time since the war, Ger- 
man delegates will be admitted as 
equals to a European conference room 
instead of being ignored adtogether or 
appearing in the role of the vanquish- 
ed, waiting outside to hear the verdict 
of the allied judges. The atmosnhere 
of this beautiful lakeside village is 
optimistic for agreement.

THE NORMAL MIND. 


A human being’s existence begins 
as a microscopically infinitesimal cell 
though this original cell, the ovum, is 
perhaps the largest cell in the parent's 
body. The original cell multiplies 
several million fold and the aggre- 
gate of cells which constitute’ the 
body will weigh, by the time of 
birth, sjx to eight pounds. The 
specialized cells which form the brain 
make up nearly one-eighth of the 
weight of the infant at birth, and the 
brain is one-third as large as it will 
ultimately grow; whereas the infant's 
body is only one-twentieth as large 
as it will ultimately become. The 
brain will grow 200 to 300 per cent 
in the first year of the infant's life, 
that is, it will double or treble in size; 
while the body as a whole will grow 
150 per cent, the average weight of 
infants one year old being 20 pounds. 

In other words the normal kid is a 
brainy cuss, with no particular refer- 
ence to his @ad. 

Of course we assume that the brain 


really has little to do with mental ca- | 


pacity. Lots of half wits have liter. 
ally more brains than you or I have, 
anyway more than you have, and not 
persons with extraordinary 
fine mental endowment take a 6 3-4 
bat. So we can't gauge a man’s in- 
tellect by the tonnage or displacement 
of his head. The 10 ounces of brains 
delivered with every baby are of prac- 
tically no use at all to him when he 
first arrives, but nature is _ fore- 
handed and if the bimbo gets a fair 
show he'll begin to find use for ‘em 
presently.

In these conclusions we think the 
senator is not only in error, but il- 
logical. The federal policy relating 
to forests, public lands, conserva- 
tion and reclamation is, and always 
has been, keenly favorable to the 
west as compared to other sections 
of the country. The west has been 
“made” by this policy, and the east 
has been entirely submissive, as has 
also been the south, entirely through 
patriotic desires to see the western 
states, inter-mountain, and west of 
the Rockies, develop as a new séc- 
tion of the country, with especial 
invitations to new people. The tax- 
payers of the populous south and 
east have very largely built the west 
through government aid, and the 
opening of the public lands to 
homesteaders, foltowed by the at- 
tracting of millions of people yearly 
to the national parks of the section, 
and so on. The government has 
not spent all told in the south and 
east for all development purposes 
combined, a sum comparable to the 
sums spent in two or three states of 


the west. | 

In Georgia we have nearly 200, 
000 acres of national forests, all ac- 
quired by purchase. The law ap- 
propriating funds for development, 
for road and trail building, etc., 
provides a pro-rata on a basis of the 
acres of government lands owned in 
a state, without regard to popula- 
tion, accessibility, value, woodlanl 
or rocks. Accordingly western 
states separately get dollars where 
Georgia gets pennies for such de- 
yelopment, and yet the Georgia 
forests are worth possibly more 
than a million acres of western 
rocks, and are accessible to 60,-' 
000,000 people in an over-night 
ride. The situation is not fair, and 
yet the south has not complained— 
nor has the east. 

Senator King is illogical in his 
attack on so-called “eastern bu- 
reaucrats,” and is equally illogical | 
in his tariff indictment. 

We are just as much opposed to 2 
high protective tariff, through the 
entire schedule, as he is, but there 
is no reason to believe that the rec- 
lamation projects were stopped tem- 
porarily “to keep up food prices.” 
Certainly the “expediency of poli- 
tics’ would not choose such an 
example. Fact is the agricultural | 
depression since the world war;
